U.S. NAVAL PLANS 
FOR HAWAII 


Giant Floating Dock 
To Bel Built 


ANNOUNCEMENT BY ADMIRAL 
W. H. STANLEY = 


Washington. — Plans for a 
$10,000,600 floating dry dock at 
Pear] Harbour in Hawaii were 
disclosed by the navy when it was 
announced “that Admiral Orin G. 
Murfn, now commander of the 
Asiatic Fleet, will take command 
of the Fourteenth Nava] District, 
including Pearl Harbour, effective 
next October. 

Admiral W. 3. Standley, acting 
secretary of the navy, testified be- 
fore the Senate foreign relations 
committee that the navy is ready 
to start immediate construction of 
the $10,000,000 dock at Pearl Har- 
bour. His statement was 2 part 
of testimony regarding nerotia- 
tions leading to the signing of the 
new London naval treaty, which is’ 
now up for hearings before the 
committee.
